Two Hundred More Deaths in New 


York and Brooklyn Alone, 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.-Another day of 


tlie fearful heat which Is oppressing tnlh 
section has added a page of fatalities and 
Buffering more remarkable than its prede- 
cessors. In New York city, in Brooklyn 
and all the adjacent towns and througn- 
out the states of New York and New Jer- 
sey the day's results overshadow the re- 1 
suit of any other day. 
Men and Women walking along tne 


streets have dropped in their tracks and 
died before physicians could be summpnea, 
and horses have died as though stricken 
by a plague. Many factories have been 
closed, and outdoor workers have been 
compelled to drop their tools and .find 
shelter during the hours when the sun 
was at its height. Particularly among 
policemen and letter carriers has the BUI- 
ferine been intense, and many have been 
compelled to stop work from both forces. 


Along the business streets men have 


walked with umbrellas over their heads, 
With coats on their arms and fans in tneir 
hands. 
The hospitals of this city are 


crowded to their full capacity, while Int. 
doctors and nurses have been kept at woris 
night and day until many of them hove 
succumbed to the strain. 
The department of public works has 


come to the relief of the tenement nouse 
districts, and forces of men with hose carts 
are patrolling the streets of these sections 
and flooding them with water from the 
corner hydrants. Men, women and chil- 
dren rush in groups under the streams 
from the hose, and the night scenes among 
the tenements as the relief parties make 
their rounds are unprecedented. 


In this city and Brooklyn yesterday the 


deaths from heat are estimated at 200. In 
other places, as reported by telegraph, they 
were: Trenton.

It was with some 
T>ride that Major Dunwoody last night re- 
ferred to the area of high br rometer which 
he sighted off the Rockies, in northern 
Montana, Monday night With it came 
the fall of temperature which pantme 
humanity has been waiting for so impa- 
tiently for ten days past. Montana, Colo- 
rado, Iowa, Kansas and Nebraska felt its 
cool breath and enjoyed a fall of tempera- 
ture of from 10 to 15 degrees. It traveled 
about 500 miles in the twenty-four houra 
Maio'- Dunwoody says it will be central 
over the Ohio valley and the lower lake 
region tonight and reach the Atlantic 
coast by tomorrow morning. 


Altogether this protracted hot spell can 


be classed as remarkable. The high tem- 
perature in the prairie country has lasted 
twenty days, in the western gulf states a 
fortnight, and on the Atlantic seaboard a 
week. The highest temperatures yester- 
day were: Philadelphia, KJ; New York 
and Albany.

Motorman Foehlinger Stuck to 


His Post to the Last, 


COITJMBIA, Pa., Aup. 10.-A trolley car 


accident resulting in six deaths and in- 
juries to sixby-two other persons, two ot 
whom may die, occurred just outside the 
borough limits of Columbia last night. 
The car was bringing passengers from 
Chickics Park, where they had been to 
enjoy a flund«y outing. 
The place where the accident occurred is 


at the base of H. steep incline, aloneside cl 
which runs a hiprh embankment. 1 bo car 
was loaded with passengers, and as it, 
reached the incline it bosun to slip, owing 
to wet tracks 
The motorman applied 


the brakes, and at that moment the gear 
wheel broke, rendering the brakes useless. 


There were about ninety passengers in 


the overcrowded car. who became panic 
stricken when they realized that the car 
was beyond control. The hill was a long 
one, and every moment the runaway gath- 
ered additional speed, until it is estimated 
by those on board that it waa running 
fully a mile a minute when it struck a 
sharp curve and left the track. It ran 
across the turnpike running parallel with 
the trolley road, and struck against a tree 
and then toppled over into a deep ditch, 
being turned upside down. 
The first body taken out was tnatoi 


Henry Smith, an iron worker of Colum- 
bia, who had been instantly killed by j. 
piece of wood, which pierced hi? head. 
Adam Foehlinger, the motorman, was 
found a few moments later under the car, 
having been crushed to death. He had 
stuck to bis post to the last, and met death 
in a noble effort to avert the catastrophe. 
William H. Pinkerton, boy, Columbia, 
was also instantly killed. 


Chief Burgess H. H. Heis, of Columbia, 


who had been riding on the rear platform, 
jumped a few moments before the car left 
the track, and his lifeless body was found 
about a quarter of a mile away, his neck 
having been broken. 
William Metzger, 


of Columbia,had both legs so badly crushed 
that they had to be amputated, and he 
' died a few hours later. W. J. Ludlow, of 
Sea Girt, N. J., manager of the Atlantic 
Fish company, was so-badly injured that 
he died shortly after being removed to the 
Columbia hospital. 


Those most seriously injured are as fol- 


lows: Mary Bradley, Philadelphia, cut 
and bruised about the body; John Carl- 
son. Columbia, leg broken; Samuel W ike, 
Columbia, ribs broken and badly cut; 
John H. Tragessor, Lancaster, shoulder 
crushed and cat about body; William 
Stauffer, Lancaster, cut on head, serious: 
Maggie Conlcy, Columbia, shoulder dis- 
located, cut on head and arm broken; Mrs. 
Mary Stauffer, Lancaster, head and body 
injured; Benjamin Wolfe. Columbia, leg, 
wrist and ribs broken: Charles Kme- 
hart, Columbia.arui and hip injured; Mrs. 
Geor.ce Binehart, Columbia, shoulders and 
back jammed; Susan Shall. Bainbridge. 
arm, head and face cut; Jennie List, Co- 
lumbia, head and face cut and badly 
bruised about the body; Time McKenzie, 
Lancaster, arm broken; Orrick Richards, 
Columbia, badly squoe.;ed: Keose Frank. 
Columbia, four ribs broken. The injuries 
of the ovhers consist mainly of bruises and 
are not considered dangerous. There were 
children on the car, some being on the 
front platform, but they escaped injury.

York and Brooklyn Alone,

New Y o r k , Aug. 12.—Another clay of 
fcJie fearful heat which Is oppressing this 
section has added a pago of fatalities aud 
suffering moro rem arkable than its prede­ 
cessors. In Now York city, in Brooklyn 
and all tho adjacent towns and through­ 
out tho states of Now York and Now Je r­ 
sey the day’s results overshadow tho re­ 
sult of any othor day. 


Mon and women w alking along tho 
streets have dropped in their tracks and 
died Ixrfore physicians could bo summoned, 
and horses have died as though stricken 
by a plaguo. 
Many factorios havo been 
closed, and outdoor workers have been 
compelled to drop their tools and find 
shelter during tho hours when the sun 
was a t its height. 
Particularly among 
policemen and letter carriers has tho suf­ 
fering been intenso, and m any have been 
compelled to stop work from both forces. 


Along tho business streets men havo 
walked w ith um brellas over their heads, 
with coats on their arm s and fans in their 
hands. 
Tho hospitals of this city are 
crowded to their full capacity, while the 
doctors and nurses havo been kept at work 
night and day until m any of them have 
succumbed to the strain. 


Tho departm ent of public works has 
come to the relief of the tenem ent house 
districts, and forces of men with hoso carts 
are patrolling the streets of these sections 
and iloodi’ng them w ith water from tho 
corner hydrants. 
Men, women and chil­ 
dren rush in groups under the streams 
from the hose, and the night scenes among 
tho tenements as the relief parties make 
their rounds aro unprecedented. 


In this city and Brooklyn yesterday the 
deaths from heat are estimated at 200. In 
other places, as reported by telegraph, they 
were: Trenton.

The G overnm ent W eath er Sharp Prom ises 


to Do B etter. 


W ashington, Aug. 12.—The weather 
bureau holds out moderate relief for the 
cast and central states. 
It was w ith some 
pride th at Major Dunwoody last night re­ 
ferred to the area of high brrometor which 
ho sighted oil the Rockies, in northern 
Montana, Monday night. W ith it came 
the fall of tem perature which panting 
hum anity has been w aiting for so im pa­ 
tiently for ten days past. 
Montana, Colo­ 
rado, Iowa, Kansas and Nebraska felt its 
cool breath and enjoyed a fall of tem pera­ 
ture of from 10 to 15 degrees. I t traveled 
about 500 miles in the twenty-four hours. 
Major Dunwoody says it will be central 
over the Ohio valley and tho lower lake 
region tonight and reach the A tlantic 
coast by tomorrow morning. 


Altogether this protracted hot spell can 
be classed as remarkable. 
Tho high tem ­ 
perature in the prairie country has lasted 
tw enty days, in the western gulf states a 
fortnight, and on tho A tlantic seaboard a 
week. 
The highest temperatures yester­ 
day were: Philadelphia, US; New York 
aud Albany, IKS; W ashington, 91; Norfolk, 
Va., 98; Montgomery, Ala., 9U; Abilene, 
Tox., 90; St. Louis, 90; Chicago,¡94. Along 
the Pacific coast the mercury ranged from 
Goto 70, but at some points, like Roso- 
berry, thirty miles back from San F ran ­ 
cisco, the therm om eter registered loti.

MET DEATH LIKE A I I 


Motorman Foelilinger Stuck to 
His Post to the Last, 


COt UM in A, P a , Aug. 10.—A trolley car 
accident resulting in six deaths and in­ 
juries to six by-two othor persons, two of 
whom may dio, occurred ju st outside tho 
borough lim its of Columbia last night. 
Tho car was bringing passengers from 
Chickios Park, where they had boon to 
enjoy a Sunday outing. 


Tho place whoro the accident occurred is 
at the base of a stoop incline, aloncsido of 
which runs a high ombankmoiit. 
The car 
was loaded w ith passengers, and as it 
reached tho incline it began to slip, owing 
to wot tracks. 
The m otorm an applied 
the brakes, and a t that m om ent tho gear 
wheel broke, rendering the brakes useless. 


Thore wore about ninety passengers lu 
tho overcrowded car, who became panic 
stricken when they realized that the car 
was beyond control. 
The hill was a long 
one, and ovory m om ent tho runaw ay gath­ 
ered additional speed, until it is estimated 
by those on board that it wras running 
fully a milo a m inute when it struck a 
sharp curve and left tho track. It ran 
across tho turnpiko running parallel with 
tho trolloy road, and struck against a tree 
and then toppled over into a deep ditch, 
being turned upside down. 


Tho first body taken out was that of 
Honry Smith, an iron worker of Colum­ 
bia, who had been instantly killed by u 
piece of wood, which piercod his head. 
Adam Foehlinger, tho motorman, was 
found a fow moments later under tho car, 
having been crushed to death. 
He had 
stuck to his post to the last, and m et death 
in anoblo effort to avert the catastrophe. 
W illiam H. Pinkerton, boy, Columbia, 
was also instantly .killod. 


Chief Burgess H. H. Ileis, of Columbia, 
who had been riding on the rear platform, 
jumped a few moments beforo tho car left 
the track, and his lifeloss body was found 
about a quarter of a milo away, his nock 
having been broken. 
W illiam Metzger, 
of Columbia,had both legs so badly crushed 
, th at thoy had to be amputatod, and ho 
died a few hours later. 
W. J. Ludlow, of 
Sea Girt, N. J., manager of the A tlantic 
Fish company, was so badly injured that 
he died shortly aftor being removed to the 
Columbia hospital. 


Those most seriously injured are as fol­ 
lows: Mary Bradley, Philadelphia, cut 
and bruised about tho body; John Carl­ 
son, Columbia, leg broken; Samuel Wike, 
Columbia, ribs brokon and badly cut;

Maggie Conley, Columbia, shoulder dis­ 
located, cut on head and arm broken; Mrs. 
Mary Stauffer, Lancastor, head and body 
injured; Benjam in Wolfe, Columbia, leg, 
w rist and ribs brokon; 
Charles Rine­ 
hart, Columbia,arm and hip injured; Mrs. 
George Rinehart, Columbia, shoulders and 
back jam m ed; Susan Shall, Bainbridgo, 
arm, head and faco cut; Jennie List, Co­ 
lumbia, head and face cut and badly 
bruised about the body; Tillie McKenzie, 
Lancastor, arm broken; Orrick Richards, 
Columbia, badly squeezed; Reese Frank, 
Columbia, four ribs brokon.

Bein«: Incom bustible, I t Is a V aluable 
Compound in M any Industries* 


Asbestos is a wonderful substance. 
The name comes from a Greek word 
meaning inconsumable. Fire will not 
burn it, acids will not gnaw it, weaUier 
will not corrode it. 
It is the paradox 
of minerals, for it is quarried Just like 
marble. The fibera of which it is com­ 
posed are soft as silk and fino and 
feathery enough «to float on water. Yet 
In the mines ttiey are so compressed 
tihat they are hard and crystalline like 
stone. 
Although the substance has 
been known for ages in the form of 
mountain cork or mountain leather, 
comparatively little has been learned 
as to its geological history and forma­ 
tion. A legend tells how the Emperor 
Oharlemajnie, being possessed of a ta­ 
blecloth woven of asbestos, was accus­ 
tomed to astonish his guests by gather­ 
ing It up after the meal, casting it into 
tíie fire, and withdrawing it later, 
cleansed, but unconsumed. 
Yet, al­ 
though the marvelous attributes of as­ 
bestos havo been knowm for so long, 
they were turned to little practical use 
until about twenty years ago. 
Since 
that time tho manufacture of the mate­ 
rial has grown until it can take its place 
with <any of the industries of this coun­ 
try. Indeed, so rapid (has been its pro­ 
gress and development that there is 
nlmost no literature of any kind on the 
subject, and, to tho popular mind, it is 
still one of those inexplicable things. 


Up to the late ’TO’-s nearly all the as­ 
bestos used to come from the Italian 
Alps and from Syria, but one day ex­ 
plorers discovered a rich deposit in the 
eastern township of Quebec. Compan­ 
ies wrere formed, and, in 1S70, the mines 
were opened. 
Remarkable as it may 
seem, however, although the Canadians 
started factories, in the operation of 
which they were substantially backed 
by English capital, it was an American 
concern, with headquarters in New 
York, that developed the industry most 
rapidly. The company has now grown 
so large that it has branches in nearly 
all of the large cities of th<i country 
and the machinery used is specially 
made and peculiarly adapted to the 
manufacture of asbestos articles. There 
are also a large number of factories in 
England. The veins of clirysotile, as 
the Canadian asbestos' is called, ara 
from two to four inches in thickness, 
and are separated by thin layers of 
hornblende crystals. 
The nearer to 
the surface the vein runs, the coarser 
are tho fibers and the less valuable. The 
mining is done by the most improved 
machinery. Holes are drilled in long 
row's into t ‘he sides of tho cliffs by 
means of steam drills. They are then 
loaded with dynamite and exploded 
simultaneously in such a way that a 
w^hole ledge of the rock falls at once. 
Then the workmen break out as much 
of the pure asbestos as possible, load it 
Into tubs or trucks, which are hoisted 
out and run along to the “cobliouse.” 
Here scores of boys are kept busily em­ 
ployed crumbling or “cobbling” tho 
pieces of rock away from the asbes­ 
tos and throwing the good fiber to one 
side, where it is placed in sacks for 
shipment to the factory. The greatest 
wTork in connection with the mining of 
asbestos is in disposing of the w'aste 
rock and the refuse of the quarry. Only 
about one-twfenty-fifth of the material 
quarried as real asbestos, and the rocky 
parts have to be carried to the dumps 
at great expense. 
As the asbestos 
comes from the mine it is of a greenish 
hue, and the edges are furred with loose 
fibers. The more nearly white asbestos 
is the better its grade. The length of 
fiber 1s also of great importance, the 
longest being the most valuable. From 
the mines the asbestos is taken to the 
manufactories in the United States.— 
Engineer.

Leathers was king on the Mississippi 
River. His name was known far and 
wide, but familiarly he was called "Old 
Push" because of his admiration for 
Push-ma-ta-ha, 
the 
Indian 
chief. 


Leathers was intimately associated 
with the river's greatest glory in the 
good old davs when the steamboats 
that plied the stream were floating 
palaces, when the rich planters, their 
wives and daughters traveled by water 
and when the professional gambler 
thrived on the passengers. 


Captain Leathers commanded the 


Natchez in her historic race with the 
Robert E. Lee, a race which was 
watched with interest all over this 
country and Europe. Captain Leath- 
ers had the Natchez No. 6 built on 
plans of his own. She could carry 
5500 bales of'Cotton and was a magnif- 
icent boat. When she was finished 
at Cincinnati discussion ran high as to 
whether the boat was not the fastest 
in the world, and the heat of this con- 
troversy resulted in the greatest race 
the world has known, challenging the 
axcited interest of both the New and 
the Old World. It happened m Jane 
3f 1870, the stretch being from New- 
Orleans to St. Louis. 


Two things precipitated the con- 


test, though Captain Leathers had al- 
ways protested that as far as he was 
soncerned he was not racing, ana cir- 
ijumsttnces point strongly to the cor- 
rectness- of this statement. 
On June 


24 of the year in question, Captain 
Leathers, arriving on his Natchez in 
3b- Louis, wired Captain Perry Thorp 
that he had made the trip to St. Louis, 
a distance of 1278 miles, in three aays 
twenty-one hours and fifty-eight mm- 
ates, tbWsmashing the record. The 
announcement stirred up the greatest 
sxcitement among the partisans of the 
Diner fast boats, among which ranked 
foremost the Robert E. Lee, com- 
manded by Captain John W. Cannon. 
He determined to beat this record, 
and to that end stripped his boat of 
all her doors and windows, to avoid 
the wind's resistance, and declined to 
receive any cargo or passengers. The 
steamboat Frank Pargoui was des- 
patched ahead to warn the coaling 
oarses that the Lee would need coal 
with as little delay as possible, and 
svery precaution was taken for the 
swiftest possible journey. 


On June 30 the Lee backed out from

A Gigantic Uridge 1'rojecr. 


The great project of bridging over 


Palk's strait, separating the island o. 
Ceylon from the mainland of India, 
for which such important advantages 
are claimed, is said to be again under 
consideration by the Government 01 
Ceylon. The strait is eome forty-one 
miles broad at its narrowest point, 
b'ein" double the width of the English 
Channel; but it is very shallow, in 
many places being not more six *eet 
deep. The island ree:s and channels in 
it have been recently accurately sur- 
veved and mapped, and the cost ol 
the work, extending over sixty-one 
miles, including the Pamban Channe 
and the Adam's Bridge reef, is esti 
mated to reach some 23,000,000 ru 
pees. The plan of work contemplate- 
the connection of the ends by 14* 
mile* of railroad with Colombo, the 
great harbor of Ceylon, on one side, 
and by ninety raiJes of road with 
Modura, the nearest point of tie In- 
dian railroad system, on the other. If 
narrow gauge is used this can be done, 
it is calculated, for 11,000,000 rupees 
more.

The Poison of Fatigue. 


Experiments have sbown that fatigue 


causes a chemical change in the blood, 
resulting in the production of a poison 
resembling the curare poison, which 
certain savage tribes use for arrows. 
Arrow poison, however, is of vegetable 
origin. 
When the blood of a tired 


animal is injected into the arteries ol 
a fresh one, th i latter exhibits all tat 
symptoms of fatigue. 


In a recent number of Science 


Progress Mr. Scott-Elliott telis how 
African grass fires change the aspect 
of the vegetation of the region. These 
annual fires prevent the accumulation 
of leaf mould that would improve the 
soiL One curious effect of the annual 
fires is to cause many herbaceous 
plants to send up bare stems, except 
for the flowers, of ten several feet it 
height, immediately after the first 
shower of the rainy season, the stems 
only beginning to bear leaves after 
the fains have ~well set in. The flow 
ering time of many trees, shrubs an< 
bierbs is entirely changed. Another 
curious fact is the manner in which 
certain trees manage to protect them- 
selves against the fires. The most re- 
markable of these are tree Eaphorbsas, 
which come out of the fires with ap- 
parently no injury, except, perchance, 
a few slightly charred branches. Mr. 
Scott-Elliott* procured the barks of 
several kinds that withstand the fiery 
ordeal, and an examination of them 
by Professor Farmer shows that they 
all have a certain amount of gummy 
degeneration of the bark cells, togeth- 
er with no inconsiderable amount of 
sclerotic cells. Professor Farmer con- 
cludes that "it seems not impossible 
that these t*o facts may be connect- 
ed with the resistance of the plants 
the fire."

LD PUSH is no more. Another 
o£ tho picturesque figures of 
American lifo is gone. 
For 
fifty years he was a famous 
charaoter» and men were proud to call 
him friend. 
Captain 
Thomas 
P. 
Leathers was lnng on the Mississippi 
River, 
His name was known far and 
wide, but familiarly he was called “ Old 
Push” because of his admiration for 
Push-ma-ta-ha, 
the 
Indian 
chief. 
Leathers was intimately associated 
with tho river's greatest glory in the 
ffood old days when the steamboats 
that plied the stream were floating 
palaces, when the rich planters, their 
wives and daughters traveled by water 
and when the professional gambler 
thrived on the passengers. 


Captain Leathers commanded the 
Natchez in her historic race with tho 
Robert E. Lee, a race which was 
watched with interest all over this 
country and Europe. 
Captain Leath­ 
ers had the Natchez No. 6 built on 
plans of his own. 
She could carry 
5500 bales of Cotton and was a magnif­ 
icent boat. 
When she was finished 
at Cincinnati discussion ran high as to 
whether the boat was not the fastest 
in the world, and the heat of this con­ 
troversy resulted in the greatest race 
the world has known, challenging the 
excited interest of both the New and 
the Old World. 
It happened in June 
of 1870, the stretch being from New 
Orleans to St. Louis. 


Two tilings precipitated the con­ 
test, though Captain Leathers had al­ 
ways protested that as far as he was 
soncerned he was not racing, and cir­ 
cumstances point strongly to the cor­ 
rectness of this statement. 
On June 
2£, of tho year in question, Captain 
Leathers, arriving on his Natchez in 
St, Louis, wired Captain Perry Thorp 
that he had made the trip to St. Louis, 
a, distance of 1278 miles, in three days 
twenty*one hours and iifty-eight min­ 
utes, thus smashing the record. 
The 
announcement stirred up the greatest 
excitement among the partisans of the 
other fast boats, among which ranked 
foremost the Robert E. Lee, com­ 
manded by Captain John W. Cannon. 
He determined to beat this record, 
and to that end stripped his boat of 
all her doors and windows, to avoid 
the wind’s resistance, and declined to 
receive any cargo or passengers. The 
steamboat Frank Pargoud was des­ 
patched ahead to warn the coaling 
oarges that the Lee would need coal 
with as little delay as possible, and 
every ¡jrecaution was taken for the 
swiftest possible journey. 


On Juno 30 the Lee backed out from 
the New Orleans wharf, and five min­ 
utes later the Natchez, which had 
shoved up her date of departure, 
backed out with her own cargo, sup­ 
plemented with tl at the Lee was to 
•carry, and the Lee’s passengers as 
well. 
Along the river thousands of 
people gathered to watch the exciting 
race, and when the boats passed Mem­ 
phis 10,000 j>eople collected to watch 
them pass. 
The rfhole country and 
Europe were kept x^osted on tho prog­ 
ress of the race, and hundreds of thou­ 
sands, maybe millions, 
of dollars 
changed hands on its result. 
The Lee 
gained slightly every 100 miles, the 
gam amounting to ten minutes in the 
first 300 miles, but the Natchez made 
all her landings, and did not have the 
coaling advantages enjoyed by the 
Lee. 
The Natchez was caught in the 
fog after j>assing Cairo, and ran ashore, 
the Lee making St. Louis in three 
days eighteen hours and fourteen min­ 
utes. 


Captain Leathers took all the Lee’s 
freight and passengers, and from that 
one trip paid more than §5000 on his 
boat. 
So, although he lost the raca, 
he found it very profitable. 


Leathers was a fine man physically, 
and had a rugged constitution. 
Had 
it not been for an accident he would 
probably have lived much longor. On 
tho day after he was eighty years old 
a bicycler riding rapidly through the 
streets of New Orleans struck the Cap­ 
tain and so seriously injured him 
that he lived only a few weeks, 


The career of this foremost man of 
the river would fill several volumes 
with interesting incidents. 
It is pos­ 
sible that no Caj)tain ever cherished a 
higher regard for the responsibilities 
of his post, or held in higher esteem 
the men of his calling who possessed 
distinguished merit in this respect, A 
little incident which the Captain never 
tired of narrating, andwhich striking­ 
ly illustrates this point, imbedded for- 
over in his heart the late distinguished 
Captain Swan. 
Captain Swan was one 
night plowing down the river on the 
steamer White (the first one), which 
he commanded, and Captain Leathers 
was beating up stream. 
It was foggy 
and late, but it was not one of the 
fiort oft fogs which appeared to be 
general in its nature. 
Both Captains 
were convinced that in a short while 
they would emerge from the murky 
district, and they gave orders to steam 
ahead a little briskly. 
In his narra­ 
tive of tho thrilling event Captain 
Leathers said the fog reached just a 
little above the hurricane deck and 
was quite dense to the water’s surface. 
£L@ felt uneasy and had remained up. | 


His boat was filled with souls and 
they were all adeep. 
He was kicking 
ono of tho big injnn’s red smoke* 
stacks and loking ahead, when the 
mighty chimneys of another boat boro 
down upon him a few paces ahead. 
Ho shouted to the pilot to back both 
sides strong, and at tho moment ho 
heard on the other steamer m heavy, 
hoarse, stentorian tones:

As the boats came to a halt, 
and then began slowly to back away, 
their respective Captains, who had 
been watching their noses and scarcely 
breathing, looked up and beheld each 
other.

A (ilprantlc JJridge Project, 


The great project of bridging over 
Palk’s strait^ separating the island o t 
Ceylon from the mainland of India, 
for which such important advantages 
are claimed, is said to be again under 
consideration by the Government oi 
Ceylon. 
The strait is some forty-one 
miles broad at its narrowest point, 
being double the width of the English 
Channel; but it is very shallow, in 
many places being not more six feet^ 
deep. The islaud reels and channels in* 
it have been recently accurately sur­ 
veyed and mapped, and the cost of 
the work, extending over sixty-one 
miles, including the Pamban Channel 
and the Adam’s Bridge reef, is esti* 
mated to reach some 28,000,000 ru­ 
pees. 
The plan of work contemplates 
the connection of the ends by 14:5 
miles of railroad with Colombo, tho 
great harbor of Cejlon, on one side, 
and by ninety miles of road with 
Modura, the nearest point of the In ­ 
dian railroad system, on the other. If 
narrow gauge is used this can be done, 
it is calculated, for 11,000,000 rujjees 
more,

Music of Savages. 


Many of the cannibal tribes are very 
musical; the Maoris, for example, and 
the Fiji islanders.

African Grass Fires. 


In a recent number 
of Science 
Progress Mr. Scott-Elliott tells how 
African grass fires change the aspect 
of the vegetation of the region. These 
annual fires prevent the accumulation 
of leaf mould that would improve the 
soil. 
One curious effect of the annual 
fires is to cause many herbaceous 
plants to send up bare stems, except 
for the flowers, often several feet in 
height, immediately after 
the first 
shower of the rainy season, the stems 
only beginning to bear leaves after 
the fains hove well set in. 
The flow* 
ering time of many trees, shrubs and 
herbs is entirely changed. 
Another 
curious fact is the manner in which 
certain trees manage to protect them­ 
selves against the fires, 
The most re­ 
markable of these are tree Euphorbias, 
which come out of the fires with ap­ 
parently no injury, except, perchance, 
a few slightly charred branches. Mr, 
Scott-Elliott procured the barks of 
several kinds that withstand the fiery 
ordeal, and an examination of them 
by Professor Farmer shows that tliey 
all have a certain amount of gummy 
degeneration of the bark cells, togeth­ 
er with no inconsiderable amount of 
sclerotic cells. Professor Farmer con­ 
cludes that “it seems not impossible 
that these two facts may be connect­ 
ed with the resistance of the plants te 
the fire.”

BAGGING GRAPES. 


Not BO much IB written now as used 


to be about bagging grapes to keep 
them from insect enemies or fungous 
diseases. The object is much better 
accomplished by spraying with the 
Bordeaux mixture. The bags required 
a good deal of labor to apply, and at 
the low rate that grapes have lately 
sold for, it did not pay. 
Uesides, it 


was found that the protection made 
the grape skins more tender, so that 
they were less prepared for long trans- 
portation or for long keeping. 
Bag- 


ging grapes is still practiced by am- 
ateurs, but it is a practice likely to be 
confined to them. 


The Ideal Female Arm. 


•T find great difficulty in getting a 


model with good arms," said a well- 
known sculptor recently. "It is aston- 
ishing how very few women have arms 
that conform to the standard. A perfect 
arm measured from the armpit to the 
wrist joint should be twice the length 
of the head. The upper part of the arm 
should be large, full and well rounded.

MOW THE ODD CORNERS. 


The short hay crop makes i4- neces- 


sary to save every spear of grass on 
the farm, writes E. L. Vincent. On 
every place there are some odd corners 
which are rarely mowed. This year 
every one of these should be cat. 
Often there will be little nooks in the 
garden or around the house where the 
grass grows up rank. 
On many farms 


there 
are still 
old-fashioned rail 


fences. 
In the corners of these quite 


a little hay may be made, and even 
along the borders of plowed fields, 
especially 
when they lie against 


fences, there -will be fringes of grass 
•which should be cat. 
Some farmers 


make a practice of mowing spots in 
their pasture which grow up so tall 
that the cattle are not apt to eat off 
the grass. 
In this way quite an ad- 


dition may be made to the haymow. 
Only a little may be secured from each 
of these places; but "many a mickle 
makes a muckle," and, when the out- 
look is BO discouraging for anything 
like a fair crop in the meadows, we 
must not allow any grass to go to 
waste. 
The seeding of corn has been 


heavy this year, but corn alone is not 
a pe'rfect ration. We want all the 
grass we can get. 


NIPPNSG BASPBEKST CANES. 


On land rich enough to produce a 


large crop of berries there is always 
liability of the plants running up tall 
and weakly, BO that if they fruit the 
stalks will break down. 
It is far 


better to pinch the ends of new shoots 
towards the last of June, throwing 
the sap back upon the stalk, making 
it thicker, and inducing the formation 
of new branches. 
This greatly in- 


creases the productiveness of all the 
red raspberries, besides making the 
canes less likely to be broken do^?n. 
The black-cap raspberries should be 
nipped for another reason. They are 
propagated by burial of the tip end 
n th'e soil. If the shoot grows with- 
out check there will be just one tip to 
oe gained from it. But if its growth is 
checked when 3i feet high there will 
be numerous branches put forth from 
the stalk, each one of which will de- 
velop the long, naked and snake-like 
tip, which will bend down and root it- 
self in the soil. If the ground has 
been well cultivated there need be no 
attempt made to root the tip, as it 
will readily root itself whenever a rain 
comes to moisten the soil. So soon as 
the new tip is well rooted it is well to 
cut the stem which binds it to the old 
stock, so that winds swaying it will 
not uproot the new plant. 
A second 


cut should be made eight to tea or 
twelve inches from the principal cane, 
and these spnrs will next year bear 
more frnit than will the large cane.— 
Boston Cultivator.

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SOTEL EXERCISE FOE TES 


I wish to tell the stock growing 


readers of the Ploughman how I 
worked my bull without taking him 
out of his stall. A few years ago I had 
a fine Jersey bull three years old. He 
was kind, but at times when I took 
him out he was rather hilarions. I be- 
came suspicious of him, as lie had no 
ring in his nose, and thought I must, 
in some way, give him exercise." Fin- 
ally I adopted" the following plan: I 
rolled into his stall, in front of him, a 
stone, nearly round, that weighed 
nbont 309 pounds. It seemed to bs 
just what he wanted. He attacked it 
as he would another bull; he rolled 
it over and over; he went down on his 
knees and rubbed his head cgaiast it, 
then up ard went at it again. He had 
very slim horns, and he wore theta 
off over an inch; he worked at it until 
he became thoroughly exhausted, and 
laid down to rest. Ever after that, 
when as needed eserciss, he would 
j.lay with that stone. He had it for a 
Tear, and always exercised himself in 
that way. I had no trouble with him, 
»ad ho kept his horns well worn off.— 
3s. B. White, in Massachusetts P^uga- 
xaan. 


PBACTICAIi SHEEP HUSBASDEY. 


Sheep require spacial feeding for 


the reason that the fleece, being a 
valuable product, equal to or surpass- 
ing in value the carcass, is to be nour- 
ished. Wool has a large proportion 
of nitrogen in it; it has some sulphur 
as well; and if these are not snpplied 
in the food the wool must be deficient. 
Of all the plants grown for feeding 
the stock, clover best supplies both 
these necessaries of the animal. 


Have a few lamb creeps about the 


pastures, into which the lambs may 
squeeze themse^es, but the sheep can- 
not, and there they should find a little 
but regular supply of the most nutri- 
tious food. Linseed-oil cake, with a 
little molasses mised, will be especially 
desirable. 


Don't give the flock any cotton seed 


meal. There is no other animal that 
needs such care in the feeding as the 
sheep, or in avoiding costiveness. 
And this feed tends this way. 


'Complaints are often made of the 


wooly smell of mutton. 
This is not 


due to the wool at all. 
The smell of 


wool is due to the sheep anyhow, and 
when a carcass is not rightly dressed 
and the animal odor given a chance to 
escape, the meat tastes of the sheep. 
That is all. 
To avoid this take out 


the inside as quickly as possible, and 
do not wash the carcass down un- 
til it has had a little time to evaporate 
this ordor. 


Above all things avoid stagnant or 


slow running water for a flock. It is 
the worst thing for the encouragement 
of the lung worm that exists. 


Sow a few pounds of white turnips 


on a stubble in August or even later. 
It will occupy to advantage some 
otherwise vacant piece of land, and 
provide excellent food for the flock 
at a time when it is twice valuable. 


Keep the sheep's noses tarred. 
Do 


this by giving salt hi narrow V-shaped 
trough with fresh tar painted on the 
sides daily. It will prevent damage 
by the sheep gad-fly. 


Strictly speaking, it is the ewes 


that most need to be weaned, the 
lambs really weaning themselves as 
the milk of the ewes falls off. The 
ewes are most :n danger of this wean- 
ing, especially those which have been 
giving the most milk. 
To take the 


lamb from such ewes as this and leave 
the ewe to her fate, is mostly to lose 
some of the best sheep in the flock, 
for the ewe? that rear the best lambs 
are not only good themselves, but 
they are reproduced in the lambs. It 
is not always the case that the shep- 
herd thinks of this. But in truth the 
character of the ewes in this respect 
gives the real value to tee flock. 


Whatever is given to sheep should 


be given with regularity. Once used 
to anything, sheep fret it they are put 
off even. This applies to feeding and 
every other part of the management 
of a flock. 


Wool will keep in the best condition 


whca stored in a somewhat <lamp 
place. The best place is a dry sub- 
celler Lalf above the ground, and that 
may be well aired. When too drj 
wool is harsh to the feel, and brittle, 
and loses its natural softness and curL 
—American Sheep Breeder.

Some excitement was eoused this 
morning by the report that the dead 
body of a babe had been found back 
of Baltimore Street. 
The facts seem 
to be as follows: — 


Ou Monday night, a female child 
is alleged to have been born to Miss 
Emma Wagner, employed as pastry 
cook at one of the hotels. Yesterday 
morning she appeared about her do­ 
mestic affairs as usual. 
But, from 
her appearance Miss Sullie KeUen- 
berger, another employee of the hotel 
had suspicions. 
Last uight, between 
8:30 and 9 o’clock, with u bundle uu 
der her arm, Mi6S Wuguer left, tbe 
hotel by a back door. At once it dawn­ 
ed upon Miss KellenbergeL’ that there 
v/as something wrong, and immedi­ 
ately dropped her work and followed 
Miss Wagner. 
Upon leaving the ho­ 
tel, the accused went out the alley 
back of Baltimore street until sbe 
reached the cornfield of L. F, Mels- 
heimer. Mies Kellenberger kept track 
and bid between two posts at the al­ 
ley at Joseph Brockley’e.and watched 
her actions. Miss Wagner leaped over 
the fence and stayed in tbe field quite 
a while, and upon returning she was 
minus her package. Miss Kellenber- 
ger ran back to the hotel,and then in 
company with Harry Hendrickson, 
Geo. Rife, Mrs. Harry Bush, Emma 
Bush and Anna Strayer, proceeded 
to the spot and tried to see what be­ 
came of the bundle; but as it was 
dark tbeir search was in vain. Misses 
Kellenberger and Emma Bush arose 
early this morning and proceeded to 
where they were searching the night 
before. 
After a good deal of scratch­ 
ing up the earth,they found the pack­ 
age, and when they had torn off part 
of the paper,they discovered the body 
of a child. 
Miss Bush kept watch 
while Miss Kellenberger ran to seek 
assistance. 
She first met J. S. Kell, 
who told her to see’Squire Sell. Upou 
informing the ’Squire, the latter tel­ 
ephoned for Dr. R. N Meisenhelder 
and officer Smeaeb, and proceeded to 
the pluce of discovery. 


The bundle 
was 
opened and a 
hasty examination made by the phy­ 
sician. 


The body was taken by officer 
Smeaeb to Dr. MeiBeuholder’s office, 
where a j.Oit-mortem examinatun 
was made this morning. 


Upon the evidence a warrant was 
issued and Miss Wagner was orrest- 
cd. 
Tho charge is conceuliug the 
death of a child and also being the 
cauBe of its death 
When arrested 
the woman completely broke down. 
She was lucked up in 11 room,and con­ 
stant watch is maintain over her. Sbe 
is aged about 30 years, aud is a native 
of tbis place. 


The body when found was wrapped 
in two cloths; over these were two pa­ 
pers. 
The child was perfectly devel­ 
oped, and in a good slate of preserva 
tion, with the exception of a few black 
and blue places on the body. 


After hearing further evidence on 
Wednesday evening, tbe jury fouud 
the child met its death by means un­ 
known to the jury,and that it was the 
child of Emma Wagner, who conceal­ 
ed it.

model with good arms,” said a well- 
known sculptor recently. “It is aston­ 
ishing how very few women have arms 
that conform to the standard. A perfect 
arm measured from the armpit to the 
wrist joint should be twice the length 
of the head. The upper part of the arm 
should be large, full and well rounded.

BAGGING GRAPES. 


Not so much is written now as used 
to bo About bagging grapes to keep 
them from insect enemies or fungous 
diseases. 
The object is much better 
accomplished by spraying with the 
Bordeaux mixture. The bags required 
a good deal of labor to apply, and at 
the low rate that grapes have lately 
sold for, it did not pay. 
Uesides, it 
was found that the protection made 
the grape skins more tender, so that 
they were less prepared for long trans­ 
portation or for long keeping. 
Bag­ 
ging grapes is still practiced by am­ 
ateurs, bat it is a practice likely to be 
confined to them. 


MOW THE ODD CORNERS. 
' 


The short hay crop makes if neces­ 
sary to save every spear of grass on 
the farm, writes E. L. Vincent. 
On 
every place there are some odd corners 
which are rarely mowed. 
This year 
every one of these should be cut. 
Often there will bo little nooks in tho 
garden or around the house whero the 
grass grows up rank. 
On many farms 
there 
are still 
old-fashioned rail 
fences. 
In the corners of these quite 
a little hay may be made, and even 
along tho borders of plowed fields, 
especially 
when they lie 
against 
fences, there will be fringes of grass 
which should be cut. 
»dome farmers 
make a practice of mowing spots in 
their pasture which grow up so tall 
that the cattle are not apt to eat oil 
the grass. 
In this way quite an ad­ 
dition may be mado to the haymow. 
Only a little may be secured from each 
of these places; but “many a mickle 
makes a muckle,” and, when the out­ 
look is so discouraging for anything 
like a fair crop in the meadows, we 
must not allow any grass to go to 
waste. 
The seeding of corn has been 
heavy this year, but corn alone is not 
a perfect ration. 
We want all the 
grass we can get. 


NIPPNNG RASPBERRY CANES. 


On land rich enough to produce a 
large crop of berries there is always 
liability of the plants running up tall 
and weakly, so that if they fruit the 
stalks will break down. 
It is far 
better to pinch the ends of new shoots 
towards the last of June, throwing 
the sap back upon the stalk, making 
it thicker, and inducmgthe formation 
of new branches. 
This greatly in­ 
creases the x^roductiveness of all the 
red raspberries, besides making the 
canes less likely to be broken down. 
The black-cap raspberries should bo 
nipped for another reason. 
They are 
propagated by burial of the tip end 
in the soil. 
If the shoot grows with­ 
out check there will be just one tip to 
be gained from it. But if its crowth is 
checked when 3 £ feet high there will 
bo numerous branches jDUt forth from 
tho stalk, each one of which will de­ 
velop the long, naked and snake-like 
tip, which will bend down and root it­ 
self m the soil. 
If the ground has 
been well cultivated there need be no 
attempt made to root tho tip, as it 
will readily root itself whenever a rain 
comes to moisten the soil. So soon as 
the new tip is well rooted it is well to 
cut the stem which binds it to the old 
9tock, so that winds swaying it will 
not uproot the new plant. 
A second 
cut should be made eight to ten or 
twelve inches from the principal cane, 
and these spurs will next year bear 
more frnit than will the large cane.— 
Boston Cultivator. 


NOVEL EXEIiOISE FOR THE BTOX/. 


I wish to tell the stock growing 
readers of the Ploughman how I 
worked my bull without taking him 
out of his stall. A few years ago I had 
a fine Jersey bull three years old. He 
was kind, but at times when I took 
him out he wa3 rather hilarious. I be­ 
came suspicious of him, as he had no 
ring in his nose, and thought I must, 
in some way, givo him exercise. 
Fin­ 
ally I adoj>ted the following plan : 
I 
rolled into his stall, in front of him, a 
stone, nearly round, that weighed 
about 309 pounds. 
It seemed to be 
just what he wanted. 
Ho attacked it 
as he would another bull; he rolled 
it over and over; he went down on his 
knees and rubbed his head against it, 
then up ar d went at it again. He had 
very slim horns, and he wore them 
off over an inch; he worked at it until 
ho became thoroughly exhausted, and 
laid down to rest. 
Ever after that, 
when ha needed esercise, he would 
play with that stone. 
He had it for a 
year, and always exercised himself in 
that way. 
I had no trouble with him, 
and ho kept his horns well worn off.—

PRACTICAL SHEEP HUSBANDRY. 


Sheep require special feeding for 
tho reason that iho fleece, being a 
valuable product, equal to or surpass­ 
ing in value the carcass, is to be nour­ 
ished. 
Wool has a large proportion 
of nitrogen in i t ; it has some sulphur 
as well; and if these are not supplied 
in the food the wool must be deficient. 
Of all the plants grown for feeding 
the stock, clover best supplies both 
these necessaries of tho animal. 


Have a few lamb creeps about the 
pastures, into which the lambs may 
squeeze themselves, but the sheep can­ 
not, and there they should find a little 
but regular supply of the most nutri­ 
tious food. 
Linseed-oil cake, with a 
little molasses mixed, will be especially 
desirable. 


Don’t give the flock any cotton seed 
meal. 
There is no other animal that 
needs such care in the feeding as the 
sheep, or in avoiding costiveness. 
And this feed tends this way. 


'Complaints are often made of tho 
woolj smell of mutton. 
This is not 
due to the wool at all. 
The smell of 
wool is due to the sheep anyhow, and 
when a carcass is not rightly dressed 
and the auimal odor given a chance to 
escape, the meat tastes of the sheep. 
That is all. 
To avoid this take out 
tho inside as quickly as possible, and 
do not wash the carcass down un­ 
til it has had a little time to evaporate 
this ordor. 


Above all things avoid stagnant or 
slow running water for a flock. 
It is 
the worst thing for the encouragement 
of the lung worm that exists. 


Sow a lew pounds of white turnips 
on a stubble in August or even later. 
It will occupy to advantage some 
otherwise vacant piece of land, and 
provide excellent food for the flock 
at a time when it is twice valuable. 


Keep tho sheep’s noses tarred. 
Do 
this by giving salt in narrow Y-shaped 
trough with fresh tar painted on tho 
sides daily. 
It will prevent damage 
by tho sheep gad-tiy. 


Strictly speaking, it is the ewes 
that most need to be weaned, the 
lambs really weaning themselves as 
tho milk of tho ewes falls off, 
The 
ewes are most in danger of this wean- 
w 
ing, especially those which have been 
giving tho most milk. 
To take the 
lamb from such ewes as this and leavo 
the owe to her fate, is mostly to lose 
some of the best sheep in tho flock, 
for the ewes that rear the best lambs 
are not only good themselves, but 
they are reproduced in the lambs. 
I t 1 
is not always the case thab the shep­ 
herd thinks of this. 
But in truth the 
character of the esvos in this respect 
gives tbo real value to the flock. 


Whatever is given to sheep should 
be given with regularity. 
Once used 
to anything, sheep fret if they are put 
off even. 
This applies to feeding and 
every othor part of the management 
of a flock. 


Wool will keep in tho best condition 
when stored in a somewhat damp 
place. 
The best place is a dry sub- 
celler half above the ground, and that 
may be well aired. 
When too dry 
wool is harsh to the feel, and brittle, 
and loses its natural softuess and curl, 
—American Sheep Breeder.

Terrible (Jfcnftagratlou in * New York 
B usiness B u ild in g . 


New York, Aug. 12.—At least three per­ 
sons, and possibly others, wore burned to 
death in a iiro that destroyed a six-story 
brick buildinpc at No. 405 Greenwich street 
yesterday afternoon. Sovoral persons woro 
injured by tho smoke and heat and by 
jumping, and two of them are expected to 
•¿lie. 


Tho dead are William Gray, foreman of 
electrical repair shops, and two unknown 
tnen, all of whom woro caught on a fire 
cscapo and burned to death in view of tho 
crowd. 
Tho injured who are expected to 
die are Felix Hass and an unknown man. 


The ground floor of the building was oc­ 
cupied by A. K. Warron & Co., whoopcr-

York Eloctrical repair 
shops. 
Tho firm also occupied the fourth, 
Ufth and sixth floors. 
Tho second floor 
was occupied by Julius Cohon as a distil­ 
lery, and the third floor was occupied by 
Plaut <fc Bros., manufacturing jowelors. 
The building was completely burned out, 
and so was tho ono adjoining, at No. 407. 
Tho first two floors of tho latter building 
were occupied by Alexander Klinkow- 
etein, a wine refiner. Tho third floor was 
Vacant, the fourth floor was occupied by 
John Laney as tho Now York Pan com­ 
pany, and Kellsal & Co., cane manufac­ 
turers, occupied tho fifth floor. 
Tho top 
■floor was vacant. How the fire started is 
not known, but itR origin is attributed to 
An explosion.

Motorman Focliliuger Stuck to 
His Post to tho Last. 


CötUMniA» Pa., Aug. 10.-A trolley car 
accident resulting in six deaths and in- 
juries to sixty-two othor persons, two of 
whom may die, occurred just outside the 
borough limits of Columbia last night. 
Tho car wiis bringing passengers irom 
Chlckicri Park, where they had been to 
enjoy a Suiubiy outlug. 


Tlio iilacD where tho accldont occurreti is 
at the base of a steep Incline, aloncsulo of 
which runs a high ombaukmoxit. 
Iho car 
was loaded with passenRors, and as it 
veachod tho incline it began to slip, owinir 
to wet tracks. 
Tho motorman applied 
tho brakes, and at tha t moment the p a r 
wheel broke, rendering the brakes useless. 


There wore about ninety passengers in 
tho overcrowded car. Avho became i)anic 
stricken when they realized that the car 
was beyond control. 
The hill was a long 
one, and every moment the runaway gatli- 
ored additional speed, until it is estimated 
by those on board that it was running 
fully a mile a minute when it struck a 
sharp curve and left tho track. 
It i;an 
across tho turnpike running parallel with 
tho trolley road, and struck against a tree 
and thou toppled over into a deep ditch, 
being turned upside do\vn. 


Tho first body taken out was that oi 
Honry Smith, an iron worker of Colum- 
bia, who had been instantly killed by u 
piece of wood, which pierced his head. 
Adam Foehlinger, tho motorman, 
was 
found a few moments later under the car, 
having been crushcd to death. 
He had 
stuck to his post to the last, and met death 
In a noble effort to avert the catastrophe. 
William H. Pinkcrton, boy, Columbia, 
was also instantly killed. 


Chief Burgess H. H. Hois, of Columbia, 
who had been riding on the rear platform, 
jumped a few moments before tho car left 
tho track, and his lifeless body was found 
about a quarter of a mile away, his neck 
having been broken. 
William Metzger, 
of Columbia,had both legs so badly crushed 
that they had to bo amputated, and ho 
" died a few hours lator. 
W. J. Ludlow, of 
Sea Girt, N. J., manager of the Atlantic 
Fish company, was so badly injured that 
he diod shortly after being removed to the 
Columbia hospltfil.

Leathers was intimately aesociated 
with tho river's greatest glory in the 
iîood old days when the steamboats 
that plied the stream were 
floating 
palaces, when the rich planters, their 
wives and daughters traveled by water 
and when the professional gambler 
thrived on the passengers. 


Captain Leathers commanded the 
Natchez in her historic race with tho 
Robert E. Lee, a race which was 
watched with interest all over this 
country and Europe. 
Captain Leath- 
ers had the Natchez No. 6 built on 
plans of his own. 
She could carry 
5500 bales of cotton and was a magnif- 
icent boat. 
When she was finished 
at Cincinnati discussion ran high as to 
whether tho boat was not tho fastest 
in the world, and tho heat of this con- 
troversy resulted in the greatest race 
tho world has known, challenpting the 
excited interest of both the New and 
the Old World. 
It happened in June 
of 1870, tho stretch being from New- 
Orleans to St. Louis. 


Two things precipitated the con- 
test, though Captain Leathers had al- 
çvays protested that as far as he was 
aoncerned he was not racing, and cir- 
cumstances point strongly to the cor- 
cectnesaoE this statement. 
On June 
24, of tho year in question, Captain 
Leathers, arriving on his Natchez in 
Louis, wired Captain Perry Thorp 
that he had made the trip to St. Louis, 
n. distance o£ 127S miles, in three days 
twenty^one hours and lifty-eight min- 
utes, thus smashing the record. 
The 
announcement stirred up the greatest 
excitement among the partisans of the 
other fast boats, among which ranked 
(oremost the Robert E. Lee, com- 
m-anded by Captain John W. Cannon. 
He determined to beat this recorJ, 
and to that end stripped his boat of 
all her doors and windows, to avoid 
the wind's resistance, and declined to 
receive any cargo or passengers. The 
steamboat Frank Parguud was des- 
patched ahead to warn the coaling 
oarges that the Lee would need coal 
with as little delay as possible, and 
every precaution was taken for the 
tîwiftest possible journey. 


On Juno 30 the Lee backed out from 
the New Orleans wharf, and five min- 
utes later the Natchez, which had 
shoved up her date of departure, 
backed out with her own cargo, sup- 
plemented with tl at the Lee was to 
•carry, and the Lee's passengers as 
well. Along the river thousands of 
people gathered to watch the exciting 
race, and when tho boats passed Mem- 
phis 10,000 people collected to watch 
them pass. 
The rfholo country and 
Europe were kept looeted on tho prog- 
ress of the race, and hundreds of thou- 
sands, maybe millions, 
of 
dollars 
changed hands on its result. 
The Lee 
gained slightly every 100 miles, the 
gam amounting to ten minutes in the 
first 300 miles, but the Natchez made 
all her landings, and did not have tho 
coaling advantages enjoyed by the 
Lee. 
The Natchez was caught in the 
fog after jjassing Cairo, and ran ashore, 
the Lee making St. Louis in three 
days eighteen hours and fourteen min- 
utes. 


His boat was filled with soula and 
they were all adeep. 
He was kicking 
ono of tho big injnn'a red smoke* 
stacks and loking ahead, when the 
mighty chimneys of another boatboro 
down upon him a few paces ahead. 
He ehonted to the pilot to back both 
sides strong, and at the moment ho 
heard on the other steamer in heavy, 
hoarse, stentorian tones; 
"Back her 
—by the Lord 
Harry, back her 
strong!" 
Both boats trembled undsr 
the enormous resistance suddnnly ap- 
plied, and they bore down on each 
other from the* stress of their previ- 
ous momentum until their noses all 
but kissed. 
Had the paddles per- 
formed on either boat one or two 
more revolutions both 
would have 
been shattered into a million splin- 
ters. 
As the boats came to a halt, 
and then began slowly to back away, 
their resuective Captains, who bad 
been watching their noses and scarcely 
breathing, looked up and beheld each 
other, 


^'SwanT' 
"Leathers! 
By the Lord Harry, 
had that been any one else we would 
be swimming now, Leathers!" 


And possibly as the fog cleared and^ 
the steamers-plowed on their respec-' 
tive journeys, several hundred souls 
slumbering, all unconscious of the im- 
minence of tho death that had just 
threatened them, two Captains sat in 
their respective cabins and thought of 
the other with such sentiments as only 
such an occasion could insi^ire.—At- 
lanta Constitution. 


Captain Leathers took all the Lee's 
freight and passengers, and from that 
one trip paid more than ?J5000 on his 
boat. 
So, although he lost the raca, 
he found it very profitable. 


Leathers was a fine man physically, 
and had a rugged constitution. 
Had 
it not been for an accident he would 
probably have lived much longor. On 
tho day after he was eighty years old 
ft bicycler riding rapidly through the 
streets of New Orleans struck the Cap- 
tain and so seriously injured him 
that he lived only a few weeks. 


The career of this foremost man of 
tho river would fill several volumes 
with interesting incidents. 
It is pos- 
sible that no Captain ever cherished a 
higher regard for the responsibilities 
of his post, or held in higher esteem 
the men of his calling who possessed 
distinguished merit in this respect. A 
little incident which the Captain never 
tired of narrating, andwhich striking- 
ly illustrates this point, imbedded for- 
ever in his heart the Jute distinguished 
Captain Swan. 
Captain Swan was one 
night plowing down the river on the 
eteamer White (the first oho), which 
he commanded, and Captain Leathers 
was beating up stream. 
It was foggy 
and late, but it was not one of the 
sort of »fogs which appeared to be 
general in its nature. 
Both Captains 
were convinced that in a short while 
they would emerge from the murky 
district, and they gave orders to steam 
ahead a little briskly. 
In his narra- 
tive of tho thrilling event Captain 
Leathers said the fog reached just a 
little above the hurricane deck and 
was quite dense to the water's surface. 
£Le felt uaeasy and had remained up. 


Musical ¡Snoring, 


*'The most musical people I ever 
met," said the fertilizing agent, "was 
a family up in Loudoun County. 
I 
was up there last fall and stayed with 
them ono night. 
Dinner was on tho 
table when I arrived, and as I had 
business with the old gentleman, a 
seat was provided for me. Right there 
something seemed to be wrong with 
the peoi^le. 
It puzzled me for some 
time, and then 1 discovered that they 
were keeping time to an imaginary 
tune. When the youngest child forked 
a pickle it did it in a two-four move- 
ment, you know, and they all swayed 
and worked their jaws ^to a waltz 
measure. 


*'When the meal was finished the 
men folks sat on the porch, and every 
one of them grabbed a muaical instru- 
ment on the way out and began to 
tune it. 
Th3 concert continued until 
a late hour. 
At 11 o'clock I went to 
my room, and I could hear the family 
chasaeing into their beds, where they 
whistled and hummed themselves to 
sleep. Then it was quiet for a time. 


"The night was still, but I couldn't 
sleep; and as I looked out through the 
window toward the Blue Bidge, with 
the moonlight shining on it, 
the 
daughter began to snore in fifths, key 
of C. The pitch was perfect and the 
tone clear. 
I became accustomed to 
tho freak at length. Then the old wo- 
man started up ^ her 
exhibition of 
snores. 
Her specialty wa? running 
the scale of B ilat very fast up and 
down at intervals of about three min- 
utes. 
, She could make one and a half 
octavesj as close as I could gauge it. 


"The masterpiece of the evening, 
though, was executed by the old man 
and three boys, who slept in tho room 
below mo. 
One of them started in 
with a good, long snore, and the oth- 
ers took their notes from him. 
After 
a iDrelude by what you would call the 
tenor, they got away in a bunch, and 
I'll be blamed if they didn't snore 
'There's a Land That is Fairer Than 
Day.' 
The old man's bass was re- 
markable, and tho way in which tlie 
notes blended and rose and sank to- 
gether was wonderful, I secured sev- 
eral hours* sleep on top of the wood- 
shed outside my window," concluded

A tllirantic Bridge Trojecr. 


The great i^roject of bridging over 
Palk's fltraitj sep^irating the island of 
Ceylon from the mainland of India, 
for which such important advantages 
are claimed, is said to be again under 
consideration by tho Government of 
Ceylon. 
The strait is some forty-one 
miles broad at its narrowest point, 
being double the width of the English 
Channel; but it is very shallow, in 
many places being not more six feet 
deep. The islaud reels and channels in* 
it have been recently accurately sur- 
veyed and mapped, and the cost of 
the work, extending over sixty-one 
miles, including tho Pamban Channel 
and the Adam's Bridge reef, is esti* 
mated to reach some 28,000,000 ru- 
pees, 
The plan of work contemplates 
the connectioL. of the ends by llo 
miles of railroad with Colombo, the 
great harbor of Cejlon, on one side, 
and by ninety miles of road with 
Modura, the nearest i3oint of the In- 
dian railroad system, on the other, II 
narrow gauge is used this can be done, 
it is calculated, for 11,000,000 rux^ees 
more.

Music of ¡Savages.

African Grass Fires. 


In a recent number 
of 
Science 
Progress Mr. Scott-Elliott tells how 
African grass fires change the aspect 
of tho vegetation of the region, Those 
annual fires prevent the accumulation 
of leaf mould that would improve the 
soil. 
One curious effect of the annual 
fires is to cause many 
herbaceouB 
plants to send up bare stems, except 
for the flowers, often several feet in 
height, immediately after 
the first 
shower of the rainy season, the stems 
only beginning to bear leaves after 
the fains have well set in. 
The floW' 
ering time of many trees, shrubs and 
herbs is entirely changed. 
Another 
curious fact is the manner in which 
certain trees manage to protect them- 
selves against the fires. The most re- 
mar liable of these are tree Euphorbias, 
which come out of the fires with ap* 
parently no injury, except, perchance, 
a few slightly charred branches, Mr. 
Scott-Elliott procured the barks of 
several kinds that withstand the fiery 
ordeal, and an examination of them 
by Profeseor Farmer shows that tUey 
all have a certain amount of gummy 
degeneration of the bark cells, togeth- 
er with no inconsiderable amount of 
Bclerotio cells. Professor Farmer con- 
cludes that "it seems not impossible 
that these two iacts may be connect- 
ed with the resistance of the plants t9 
the fire."
